a tent, comprisin g: 

a lower j tortion formed of a water-repellent material and positioned atjUfiwer 
half of the tent; 

an uppei portion positioned above the lowe r portion when the tent is er scted. the 
up per portion being f ormed of a mesh material , the i™vpt portion and the upper portion 
being arranged ;iuch that when the tent is erecte d, the lower portion extends from 
adjacent the ground and the urmer portio n extends toward a too of the tent; and 

aventir the lower portio n; and 
a rain flv confit ured to extend over the tent 

2. (Curren ly Amended) The tent and rain flv o f claim 1, wherein an open side of the 
vent faces primarily do wnward when the tent is set-«g _erected . 

3. (Curren Jy Amended ) The tent and rain flv o f claim 1, wherein the vent comprises 
an upper flap, a lower lap, and a flexible stay extending between the upper and lower flaps. 

4. (Curren fly Amended) The tent and rain flv o f claim wherein the flexible stay 
comprises a plurality c f sepment s that extend substantially linearly to p rovide the substantially 
sti ff arrangement and move relative to one anoth er to allow the vent to collapse. 

5. (Currer tly Amended) The tent and rain fly o f claim 4, wherein the segments each 
comprise adjacent flat edges. 

6. (Currer tly Amended) The tent and rain flv o f claim 4, wherein the flexible stay 
further comprises an e astic cord extending through the segments and tensioning the segments 
together. 
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7. (Current ly Amended) The tent and rain flyo f claim 4, wherein the flexible stay 
further comprises means for biasing the segments into a position to maintain the vent open. 

8. (Currenl ly Amended) The tent and rain fly_o f claim 4- 3, wherein the fLsxible stay 
is configured and arran ;ed such that the flexible stay is resilient so that the stay is biaaed into a 
sufficiently stiff arrang anent so that the flexible stay support s the upper flap ofeft€H;»gh4e 
suppert-the vent during use, but is flexible enough so that the vent may be collapsed during 
storage. 

9. (Currency Amended) The tent and rain fly of claim I, ft rth e r commu te Jig o rain 
fly pn^nnnH Mwm , nt Wrt n pnrtinn nf thn upper pnrtinnwherein the rain fly is a s eparate 
structure from the tent . 

10. (Curren Jy Amended) The tent and rain fly o f claim 9, wherein the rain fly 
comprises an apex and a second v ent adjacent the apex. 

1 1 . (Curren dy Amended) A vent for a fabric structure, comprising: 
an upper flap; 

a lower flap be tinning under the upper flap and extending bevond the uppej ME ap: and 
a flexible , resil .ent stay extending between the upper and lower flaps, the stay being 
resilient so that the stay is biased into a sufficiendv stiff arrangement so that the fle xible stay 
supports the upper flat of the vent during use, but is flexible enough so that the stay mav bend so 
that the vent is_c.Qllaps.ble during storage . 

12. (Cuixer tly Amended) The vent of claim 11, wherein the flexible stay emprises a 
plurality of segments t iat extend substantially linearly to provide t he substantially stiff 
arrangement and mov< relative to one another to allow the vent to collapse. 
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13. (Origins!) The vent of claim 12, wherein the segments each comprise 
adjacent flat edges. 

14. (Original) The vent of claim 13, wherein the flexible stay further comprises 
an elastic cord extending through the segments and tensioning the segments togethtar. 

15. (Origin; il) The vent of claim 1 2, wherein the flexible stay further comprises 
an elastic cord extendi lg through the segments and tensioning the segments together. 

16. (Original) The vent of claim 12, wherein the flexible stay further wmprises 
means for biasing the i egments into a position to maintain the vent open.

(New C laim) The tent and rain fly of claim 1 , wherein, when the tent is erected 
and the rain fly is properly positioned on the tent, the vent is positioned below the lain fly. 
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
